NTERESTING records of the 
early 
mound-building 
In­ 
dians in Greene County are 
being 
unearthed 
by 
Cash 
Haiues, 
Fairground 
Road, in 
excavations being made on an 
Indian mound on his farm five 
miles from Xenia. 
Two 
complete 
skeletons 
taken from the 
mound, and 
the skulls of two children, are 
now being exhibited, accord­ 
ing to Dr. W. 
A. Galloway, 
president of the Green* Coun­ 
ty Historical Society, who vis­ 
ited the mound Sunday. 
T h e skeletons, according to 
I>r. Galloway, are among the 
hest 
found 
anywhere. 
One 
skeleton 
is 
that 
of 
a 
very 
large man, more than six feet 
tall, 
who 
w’as 
burled 
face 
down, but with his head turned 
to one side. The head had been 
crushed 
and 
b*dly flattened, 
with fractures of the jaw and 
left 
orbital 
plate 
and 
skull 
showing. 
The appearance of the frac­ 
tures did not indicate a blow 
from a weapon and Dr. Gallo­ 
way believes the mound build­ 
er may have been killed by a 
falling tree, possibly during a 
cyclone 
Tools, 
customarily 
burled with their dead by the 
mound 
builders, 
included 
a 
hard stone plate for which no 
purpose has been determined, 
a bone gouge, with a six Inch 
blade and a handle six Inches 
long and a bone awl which is 
the finest Dr. Galloway says 
he has ever seen, still being 
sharp. 
The presence of bones 
of small animals indicates that 
food 
was 
buried 
with 
the 
corpse. 
In the skull of on* of th* 
children the second teeth were 
just beginning to push out the 
first teeth, a rare finding, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Galloway. The 
mound Itself is not large, but 
it Is said that some of the* fin­ 
est specimens are taken from 
the smaller mounds.

Glenn Curtiss, who has just died at the comparatively early age oi 
filty-two, will be remembered, witn the Wright brothers, as one ol the 
foremost pioneers of aviation rn this country Curtiss was both an in­ 
ventor and a flier. Others have come alter him and hung 
up 
new 
speed, altitude and distance records; but few, ii any, 
of 
those wno 
rave followed him 
into the clouds nave 
combined 
the mechanical 
genius, daring and prophetic vision possessed by tne man 
who broke 
practically every aeronautic record existing in 1910 by flying a primi­ 
tive plane from Albany to New Yrok in two hours and 46 minutes. 
A few weeks ago Curtiss covered the same route in an up-to-date 
pisseuger-carrying plane in one hour and 20 minutes. 
A tremendous 
development in aviation had occurred in the Intervening twenty years; 
a rd to Glenn Curtiss, as much as to any other one man in this coun­ 
try 
credit for this development was due. When his neighbors laughed 
at the motorcycle he constructed by attaching to a bicycle a gasoline 
engine constructed out of tomato cans, Curtiss wa* not abashed. When 
they scoffed at the idea th at anything would come of his experiments 
in flying he continued to pursue his vision.

DOLLAR SPENT 
IS FOR FOOD 


According to statistics taken re­ 
cently In eleven American cities, 
abe largest part of the average dol­ 
l a r is arent for food. 
1 
The curvey showed that when 
the dollar *as divided, 28.51 cents 
w ere 
spent 
for 
this 
im portant 
item. 
Next in im portance came 
clothing, which took up 24.29 cents 
of the dollar. Womqg, the report 
shows, are the chiel cause of the 
high clothing bill, aa 19.52 cents of 
the clothing item goes for fem in­ 
ine apparel. 
Next to food and 
clothing, the American public's de­ 
mand for automobiles takes 12.1 
cen ta. 
These figures show that clothing 
and automobiles take large shares 
of our dollar, but it is interesting 
to note that the greatest part of 
it is absorbed by food stuff. 
It seems that the biggest consid­ 
eration is given what we eat and 
we seem to eat quite an amount. 
The percentage spent would make 
the rest of the world believe we 
are a nation of heavy eaters. This 
may be so. But much of the food 
bought is wasted in any num ber of 
ways. 
One of the largest item s is 
spoilage. Lack of R efrigeration or 
Improper refrigeration is response 
hie for a large am ount of food go­ 
ing to waste. 
Food can be pur­ 
chased more economically in large 
quantities. The saving thus made, 
attracts the housewife, but If this 
food 
spoiled 
through lack of 
proper refrigeration, the economy 
is lost. 
It has been estim ated that about 
IO per cent of the yearly food ex­ 
penditure is wasted either because 
of inefficient refrigeration or no re ­ 
frigeration at all. 
This percentage of wastage can 
be reduced by installing modern 
electric refrigeration which keeps 
perishable foods and milks a t a 
safe tem perature at all times. 
In the case of milk. especially, 
the governm ent has experim ented 
and passed on to the public, re­ 
ports showing the proper tem per­ 
ature a t which it should be kept. 
A fter exhaustive tests, th e govern­ 
m ent found th at the tem perature 
should never be above BO degrees 
Fahrenheit.
